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These comments generally reflect 
views of Greenbelters on the cur¬ 
rent energy crisis during a freaky 
bitter cold winter season. 

Everyone Cooperates 

It appears that residents are pul¬ 
ling together and doing their part 
to help conserve fuel oil and gas. 
Thermostats are being lowered to 
at least 65 degrees, rooms are closed 
off when not occupied, home appli¬ 
ance operation and use of lights 
and hot water are being cut down 
and logs are burning in fireplaces. 

Hie city government and local 
housing and apartment develop¬ 
ments have responded to the re¬ 
quest by President Jimmy Carter, 
Governor Marvin Mandel and coun¬ 
ty executive Winfield Kelly that 
citizens do everything possible at 
home and at work to conserve the 
county's dwindling energy supplies 
- especially natural gas. 

In Greenbelt, gas is used to heat 
the new addition to the Youth Cen¬ 
ter, Lakeside North, University 
Square and Greenbelt Plaza Apart¬ 
ments, Charlestowne Village con¬ 
dominium, the homes on lower 
Lakeside and the Lakewood and 
Boxwood Village developments, 

Springhill Lake has “interrup¬ 
tible” gas service. The 3,000-unit 
apartment project, which is nor¬ 
mally on gas, was forced to switch 
to oil in mid-December, 

City buildings and the business 
offices of Greenbelt Homes Inc., 
Springhill Lake and other apart¬ 
ment developments have their ther¬ 
mostats set between 60 and 65 de¬ 
grees. GHI president James Smith 
said that the heating department 
has been instructed to check the 
temperature settings on all .boilers 
and to lower temperatures where 
an excessive amount of heat is be¬ 
ing let out, GHI is striving to main- 
tan 68 degrees. Setting the temper¬ 
ature any lower would make some 
units intolerably cold, Smith said, 
because of the wind factor and dif¬ 
ficulties in controlling the system. 
City Offices 

City employees are wearing hats, 
boots and extra layers of both outer 
and inner clothing. City manager 
James K. Giese finds under-sweat 
pants most comfortable and Bar¬ 
bara Havekost, no doubt, has al¬ 
ready carried out her plan to cut 
off the tips of her gloves for more 
efficient typing. Linda Smith stoic¬ 
ally remained at the coldest spot 
in town — the Municipal Ware¬ 
house — rather than relocate at 
the Municipal Building where the 
temperature was 64 degrees on the 
first floor. However, a bundled-up 
Judy Boone reports the weather on 
the second level is chillier - in the 
50’s. 

The Recreation Department said 
that groups will be given the op¬ 
tion of continuing their programs 
at the gas-heated Youth Center ad¬ 
dition where the thermostat is set 
at 50 degrees. Programs at the 
Springhill Lake clubhouse have 
been moved to the SHL Recreation 
Center. (The Ridge Road Center 
and Youth Center are heated by oil.) 

Hie city and local apartment de¬ 
velopments have turned off dec¬ 
orative lighting fixtures. Many ap¬ 
artment projects have posted no¬ 
tices requesting tenants to comply 
voluntarily to fuel conservation.

isthenics in the morning to pump 
the blood,” said Robert Gring, pro¬ 
perty manager of the mall where 
there has been a tremendous in¬ 
crease in the sale of sweaters and 
boots. 

Thermostats in the common area 
of the Mall have been turned down 
to 55 degrees. Merchants have 
been requested to do the same in 
their stores. Gring said, “The de¬ 
gree of cooperation among all mer¬ 
chants is fantastic.” 

Advertising signs under Beltway 
Plaza’s control have been darkened. 
Additionally, every other light on 
the parking lot has been turned 
off; “the lot remains at a light level 
conducive to safety.” said Gring, 
Center Mall 

A common heating plant fueled 
by oil serves the stores on the Cen¬ 
ter Mall. Stores do not have indi¬ 
vidual thermostats. Postmaster Em¬ 
ory Harmon said that coats were 
being worn by employees in the 
post office. He thought most of the 
stores were cooler than usual. The 
owners of the Center Mall could 
not be reached for comment.)

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Count of Greenbelt 
Children Begins 

The Prince Georges County Board 
of Education is considering the clos¬ 
ing of some elementary schools pri¬ 
marily because of declining enroll¬ 
ment. All Greenbelt schools—Cen¬ 
ter, North End, Springhill Lake — 
as well as those schools to which 
Greenbelt children are bused—John 
Carroll, Oakcrest, and Catherine T. 
Reed — are included in the survey 
of schools to be closed. 

This situation has spurred the city 
council to help a group of Greenbelt 
citizens to form a committee to stu¬ 
dy the situation. As its first task, 
the committee is conducting a cen¬ 
sus of all Greenbelt homes. The 
purpose is to determine in very ex¬ 
act figures just what the current 
population of Greenbelt elementary- 
age children is; what schools they 
attend; and, most importantly, how 
many pre-school children are living 
in Greenbelt and will be attending 
school in the next several years. 

Citizens are now knocking on 
doors, or telephoning neighbors, to 
gather these facts. Volunteers are 
still needed to help in their neigh¬ 
borhoods, In particular, volunteers 
are needed in the GHI courts and 
the apartment complexes, Lakeside 
North, Springhill Lake, Greenbriar, 
and Charlestowne Village.

Open Enroll, Transfers 
May End ai Roosevelt 

An effort will be made at the 
Thursday, Feb. 10, meeting of the 
Prince Georges "Board of Education 
in Upper Marlboro to rescind the 
open enrollment policy in the com¬ 
prehensive program at Eleanor 
Roosevelt senior high school. The 
resolution proposed by board mem¬ 
ber Lesley Kreimer would not affect 
the present 120 10th and 11th grade 
students now in the open enrollment 
program, but would apply to future 
transfers. Such transfers would 
have to be in accordance with the 
November 10, 1970 board policy 

which authorized transfers only 
when justified by individual aca¬ 
demic needs (special programs not 
available in the original school), 
health, economic hardship, or per¬ 
sonal adjustment. 

The departure from the Novem 
ber 1970 policy on transfers took 
place on February 26, 1976 when the 
school board specified that 400 stu¬ 
dent spaces (213 for the first year) 
be reserved in the comprehensive 
portion of the Roosevelt school for 
transfers from other schools on a 
first-come, first-served basis. This 
open enrollment policy was gener¬ 
ally thought to have been sought as 
a means of circumventing the con¬ 
sequences of desegregation. 

The technology program at Roo¬ 
sevelt has been popular and has 500 
ninth, tenth, and eleventh grade 
students in attendance. By elimin¬ 
ating the open enrollment policy, 
the technology school could be ex¬ 
panded by about 250 spaces (includ¬ 
ing seniors) and meet the increased 
demand. 

The board meeting begins at 3 
p.m. but the precise time when the 
resolution will appear on the school 
board agenda is not known. Fcr 
such information, call 952-4324.

GHI HEATING RENOVATION 
WORK ENTERS LAST STAGE 

by Al Skolnik 

The last major step in Greenbelt Homes, Inc. heating plant 
renovation program was taken on Thursday, Jan. 27, when the 
board approved a $558,500 program for the conversion of the re¬ 
maining large steam plants in the North End to hot water. The 
only dissenter was director Ted Byerly who felt that it was im¬ 
proper to approve this program without having allowed for it in the 
1977 budget. Management explained that most, if not all, of this 
program would be financed through bank borrowings, the interest 
on which will fall due mostly after 1977. 


Since the fuel oil crisis hit the 
United States in late 1973, GHI has 
engaged in a comprehensive reha¬ 
bilitation of its 35-40 year heat¬ 
ing plants. In the brick homes, var¬ 
iable temperature controls were in¬ 
stalled to make the plants more 
sensitive to temperature changes, 
especially in the fall and spring. 
Twenty-one small heating plants in 
the south end of town were con¬ 
verted on an experimental basis 
from steam heat to variable control¬ 
led hot water, as was the #23 
boiler plant serving west of Laurel 
Hill and north of Ridge. A pro¬ 
gram of installing atomizing burn¬

ers, insulating the crawl spaces and 
pipes under the frame homes, and 
converting ray rotary burners was 
initiated. 

Huge Savings 

The savings in fuel oil as the re¬ 
sult of converting from steam heat 
to hot water has been particularly 
impressive. In terms of bum per 
degree day, the savings in 1976 over 
1975 has been 36.9% in the case of 
the south end plants and 47.6% in 
the case of #23 plant. 

It was this savings that induced 
the board to go ahead with conver¬ 
ting the remaining three heating 
plants (#21 22 and 24). GHI pre¬ 
sident Jim Smith said that at this 
rate of savings, the $558,500 pro¬ 
gram will pay for itself within 4 
to 5 years. In addition, it was no¬ 
ted that the unconverted plants 
were increasingly subject to steam 
leaks in the tunnels and heavy 
maintenance costs. 

Finally, Smith noted that the 
people living in the unconverted 
courts were helping pay for the 
conversion work done on the other 
courts and not receiving any of 
the benefits. Among these benefits 
cited were radiators that didn’t 
bang, constant and comfortable 
temperatures (neither too hot nor 
too cold) and reduction in buckling 
of floors. 

Detailed Costs 

The $558,500 project breaks down 
into several parts. First is the en¬ 
gineering cost, amounting to $382,- 
366. The second is the tunnel work, 
(replacement of condensate lines in 
the tunnel, insulation of lines, and 
opening and closing the tunnels) 
costing $143,250. Finally, there is 
the insulation of crawl spaces and 
domestic hot water heat costs, a- 
mounting to $32,890. 

The engineering work of $382,366 
will be done by Arey, Inc. which 
had done the conversion for the 
south end plants and plant #23. 
None of the other 8 engineering 
companies solicited to submit bids 
did so, but the board was satisfied 
that Arey’ bid was reasonable, al¬ 
though higher than its previous 
bids. 

Part of the reason for the higher 
bid was that the plants in the north 
end have return lines that are only 
»i” to 1” pipe, in contrast to the 
south end plants which have 1” to 
lVfe” pipes. The smaller pipes arc 
satisfactory for steam heat but not 
for hot water. Consequently, they 
will have to be replaced, thus jack¬ 
ing up the cost of the project. 

Areas Involved 

572 frame units — more than half 
of all the frame homes in GHI — 
will be affected by the conversion 
work. Involved are #21 plant (lo¬ 
cated at 1 court Plateau Pi); 3:22 
plant (located >at 1 court Laurel 
Hill); and #24 plant (located at 2 
cptirt Research Road). 

To fund the project, GHI will 
draw upon a loan commitment for 
capital improvement borrowing 
from Citizens Bank of Maryland. 
This amount has been extended 
from $1 million to $1.25 million. At 
present GHI has committed almost 
$700,000 of this amount as a result 
of last year’s capital improvement 
program for such things as roof 
replacement work, parking lot re¬ 
surfacing, and termite damage re¬ 
pair.

Twin Pines Hits at8.8Million 

Twin Pines has had a very good year in 1976, growing 30% 
to almost nine million dollars in assets. It is felt that the six per 
cent passbook rate, which was started last April, was instrumental 
in this increase. 

1976 marks the first full year that this association has satis¬ 
fied insurance regulations by meeting both its liquidity and reserve 
requirements. 


Seek New Law for Voting 

Twin Pinos Savings and Loan As¬ 
sociation was organized as a coop¬ 
erative on a one vote per member 
basis before the special Maryland 
Savings and Loan Law was passed. 
We were able to get a provision in 
that law which allows Savings and 
Loan Associations to make loans to 
members of housing cooperatives 
secured by the member’s equity and 
leasehold interest in the cooperative. 
However, the possibility of voting 
on a one vote per member basis 
was not provided for in the law. 

Today there is a bill in the Mary- * 
land legislature which would permit 
Maryland Savings and Loan Asso¬ 
ciations to restrict voting to mem¬ 
bers on a one vote per person basis. 
Delegates Leo Green, Gerard Devlin 
and David Ross are sponsoring it, 


House Bill No. 578, in the House of 
Delegates. Senator Edward Conroy 
is sponsoring it in the Senate. 

The Board of Directors and Mem¬ 
bership Committee are urging all 
members and friends of Twin Pines 
to support this bill. Car pools are 
being organized to take people to 
Annapolis hearings on the bill. The 
exact time is not yet known, but if 
you would like to go please call the 
office (474-6900) and give us your 
name and phone number.

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Orientation at Bethune 
For 6th Graders, Parents 

An orientation for parents of, and 
next year's seventh graders who 
expeet to attend Mary Bethune Jun¬ 
ior High School will be held Thurs¬ 
day, Feb. 10 at 7:30 p.m. in the 
multi-purpose room at the school. 
Letters about the meeting will go 
home with North End and Center 
School 6th graders this week.

Propose New Method of 
Electing School Board 

Under legislation proposed by the 
Prince Georges county delegation to 
the Maryland General Assembly, 
the method of electing members of 
the county Board of Education 
would be restructured. The propo¬ 
sal calls for all nine members of the 
school board to be elected for four- 
year terms, starting with the presi¬ 
dential election year 1980. 

At present school board members 
are to serve four-year terms on a 
staggered basis. However, for the 
first board members elected in 1S73 
under the ncwly-constituted elected 
school board, the terms were varied 
according to the district. Thus, 
board member Lesley K r eimer, who 
represents the Greenbelt area, was 
elected for a five-year term — until 
December 1978, as were two other 
board members. Under the change, 
those board members elected in the 
1978 election will run for only two- 
year terms. 

Delegation members favoring the 
change argued that the staggered 
terms insulate the school board 
from public opinion and make k 
difficult to change the composition 
of the board except over a long per¬ 
iod of time. Delegation members 
opposing the change felt it is a mis¬ 
take to elect the entire school board 
in a partisan election year.

The above table shows the reduction in Greenbelt Hornet, Inc. fuel 
oil consumption since the corporation initiated its energy-savings program 
three years ago, after taking into account the weather — that is, the 
degree days. Degree days is a measure of the extent to which the average 
temperature during a 24-hour day has dropped below a norm of 65 de¬ 
grees. Hence, the greater the degree days, the colder the weather. Note 
that the number of degree days was approximately the same in 1972 and 
1976, yet GHI burned 401,379 fewer gallons in 1976. At the average price 
of oil in 1976 (35.10 cents per gallon), the savings amounted to $140,900. 

Comparing the different type plants, the savings between 1972 and 
1976 in burn degree days amounted to 16.9% for the frame homes large 
plants; 20.6% for the frame homes small plants; and 16.7% for the brick 
homes. The savings is largely attributable to the installation of vari¬ 
able temperature controls in the brick homes; the conversion of steam 
heat to hot water in some of the frame homes; and the improved effic¬ 
iency of the heating plants in general due to capital improvement work 
and hiring of extra personnel.
